March 7th to 16th were great days for 
the Aberdeen-Angus fans at Fort Worth. 
The Junior show on Saturday, the 8th, 
brought out a splendid string of Aberdeen-

both calves and interest in the breed. It 
was the good fortune of Young Fred Brown, 
of Winters, Texas, to place his Aberdeen- 
Angus calf at the head of the division, and 
later to have him made reserve grand cham- 
pion of the entire show over all breeds. 
Tommy Brook was more than interested in 
the winning for he had bred the calf on his 
ranch near Brady where he maintains a fine 
herd of Aberdeen-Angus breeding cows as 
well as a commercial herd. The Brown calf 
had defeated the Pierce steer in the open 
Aberdeen-Angus section. Fred Brown’s 
steer “Nigger” adorns the front cover this 
month. The Journal hopes to have the story 
on this calf for the May issue. 

The Breeding Classes. 

The 1941 Southwesten Exposition and Fat 
Stock Show at Fort Worth brought togeth- 
er a fine string of Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ing cattle that were more than appreciated 
by the crowd that watched closely the plac- 
ings from beginning to end.

The Third Annual Texas Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders Association auction held on Mon- 
day, March 10th, 1941, during the South- 
western Exposition and Fat Stock Show at 
Forth Worth proved highly satisfactory to 
both sellers and buyers. There were no par- 
ticularly high prices, nevertheless values 
ran even throughout the sale. Long, before 
Col. Fred Reppert called the audience to or- 
der, the seats had been packed with visitors 
waiting for the opening. Sale Manager 
Merle Saxe and his associates are to be con- 
gratulated on being able to assemble such a 
useful lot of cattle for the occasion. A per- 
usal of the following sale report and the 
summary discloses a strong demand for the 
better cattle, all of which brought good 
prices, and yet sold below their value as 
compared with some other auctions. Thus 
assuring the buyers of a successful future 
with the cattle they took home. 


More and more are the cattle men of the 
costal region becoming acquainted with the 
breed and its possibilities in that area. They 
are learning from experience that the 
stories that have been circulated against the 
breed are pure bunk. They are discovering 
for themselves that the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed fits into their local programs to bet- 
ter advantage than do other breeds. They 
appreciate the absence of horns, the solid 
color, and the easy manner in which the 
black cows deliver their calves, thus doing 
away with constant riding of herds at calv- 
ing time. These items together with the 
fact that the Aberdeen-Angus cattle graze 
as well, or even better, and come in from 
pasture in the fall with a higher priced calf 
at side, and in better condition, are helping 
to rapidly dispel the fears of other days.

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~ McBurney-Petitjean Auction 


Creates Additional Interest at Welsh, Louisiana, March 25th 


By Fred Hahne 


When Mr. McBurney first decided to hold 
a series of public auctions at his Welsh, 
Louisiana, sale barn there was some doubt 
as to the reception peas might be given the 
‘attle. Last year’s sale was very success- 
ig The sale just held on March 25th in 
which Mr. J. M. Petitjean, of Thornwell, 
participated was again successful in every 
way. The crowd assembled on this occasion 
was even greater than that of one year ago. 
The cattle were better too. Cols, Chas. F. 
Jeter and I. V. Lemoine, did a nice 
piece of work in the auction stand. 
The bulls were first offered and met 
a hearty reception at the hands of 
the bidders. Seventy-six bulls, in- 
cluding many very young calves that 
will not be ready for service for 
some time made the nice average of 
$189.92 per head, going for the most 
part to ranch men who will use them 
for crossing purposes. The sixteen 
females made an average of $191.10 
and they were a splendid set of 
young things such as would be high- 
iy appreciated in any auction in the 
country. When I asked Mr. McBur- 
ney how he could afford to consign 
such heifers from his breeding herd 
he simply smiled and remarked: 
“I want the boys down here to share 
these good things with me”, and so 
they did. The entire offering of 
ninety-two head passed the auction 
stand at an average of $190.55, 
showing the evenness in price range 
throughout the entire auction. 

Upon discussing the cattle situa- 
tion and the use to which these bulls 
are put it was learned from the cattle 
men themselves that they wanted 
Aberdeen-Angus bulls, not for a 
single reason, but for a number of 
reasons, chief among them being the 
fact that these bulls bring a nearly 100 per- 
cent black calf crop, which is highly desired 
because of the easier marketing of the uni- 
formly colored calves each fall. Then too 
the Aberdeen-Angus bulls remove a greater 
portion of the horns, in fact in most cases 
they are producing a 100 percent hornless 
calf crop. The calves come to market out- 
weighing by quite a considerable margin the 
native calves, and last but by no means least 
the Aberdeen-Angus cross bred calves are 
bringing their owners from $9.00 to $12.00 
per head more than do the natives. Most of 
the breeders maintain herds that run into 
thousands in numbers so one can readily see 
why they are so interested in the Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle—there is a handsome price 
margin which is attractive to any breeder of 
commercial cattle. Mr. McBurney told us 
that he had shipped last season to northern

inety-one catalogued lots of cattle, in- 
gues thirty bulls were offered at Spring- 
field, Illinois, on Wednesday, April 2d at the 
State Fair Grounds. The sale was sponsor- 
ed by the Illinois Aberdeen-Angus Breeders 
Association and was under the management 
of a committee composed of E. E. Irwin, 
President, J. Garrett Tolan, Vice-Presi<ent 
and George L. Wilson, Secretary-Treasurer. 
Just how well the committee functioned can 
be noted by the splendid crowd that was 
assembled on the seats and the manner in 
which they sent in their respective bids to 
pring about a rapid and most satisfactory 
ait Nels Kraschel of Harlan, Iowa, 
was on the block and proceeded to sell the 
entire group, with no high prices, and no 
sales under the hundred dollar mark except 
a pair of undeveloped bulls that sold after 
the sale and which were not catalogued. The 
final average of $176.50 on the ninety-one 
lots is pleasing to us, for the sale is not a 
sale where highly fitted cattle are the rule, 
rather a sale where breeders may bring in 
their surplus cattle, sell them at a reason- 
able expense and top prices are neither ex- 
pected nor received. 

To Mr. Phillip Postel, owner of South Side 
Stock Farms at Rockbridge goes the honor 
of offering the top female. This was Pos- 
telmere’s Anne, a May 10th, 1940, daughter 
of Hanes’ Eileenmere 486660, and a grand 
little heifer she was. There were many bid- 
ders up to the three hundred fifty dollar 
mark, after which they dwindled in num- 
bers, only to find the winning chip caster to 
be Ernest Peters of Camden, Illinois, with 
a bid of $400.00. 

The top bull honors were but a five dollar 
mark apart, but Blackcap Adre 588077, a 
June, 1939 son of Blackcapper of Maplemere 
522020 sired by Idolmere 9th by Prizemere 
32d sold to Hoppler Brothers of Greenview, 
Illinois, at $305.00. This bull was consigned 
by Mr. A. O. Reed of Oblong, Illinois. Sell- 
ing at an even $300.00 was Clarquin Elmar 
564611, also a June 1939 calf. He was Mar- 
shallmere 3d by Marshallmere by Black 
Marshall 21st. The dam of this calf was 
Elslow 9th 407217, an own daughter of Earl 
Marshall. This bull needed but a few hun- 
dred pounds to have made him easily the 
top bull in the auction. Clarquin Elmar was 
consigned by Mr. Clarence Quintal’s Clar- 
quin Acres at Jacksonville, Illinois. 

Probably the heaviest buyer of the day 
was Mr. Harvey L. Roberts of Rushville, 
Illinois. 

Without question the April 2d event at 
Springfield is the best Illinois State Sale at 
which I have been present. With as much 
demand for bulls as was apparent, and the 
desire of many people to buy females even 
at ages up to ten and twelve years can but 
offer proof that there is no evidence of any 
slacking up in the interest or in the demand 
for breeding stock. 


Note in the list of buyers the general 
steady level of prices, to us a factor of no 
small importance, for it shows that the av- 
erage farmer can still purchase, breed and 
make a good profit with Aberdeen-Angus 
breeding cattle.

not available at the time, however as they 
have since been acquired and opportunity 
has come to study them the mystery has 
been solved. The herd bulls used have left 
their impress upon this herd. First Mar- 
shall’s Heir 2d is an intensely bred Earl 
Marshall bull. His three great grandsires 
being the International grand champion 
Prince Marshall, the first son of the King 
of Sires to win tops at Chicago; the fourth 
great grandsire is none other than the In- 
ternational grand champion Blackcap Revo- 
lution who also was sired by Ear! Marshall. 
Some of the cows are sired by him. 

Used on his daughters was Muskogee 
392d who is the present senior herd sire. 
He is one of those thick meated, easy keep- 
ing bulls from Mr. L. R. Kershaw’s fine 
tribe of Even Estha cows. His sire is Evaxus 
6th of Page who was a son of Imp. Evaxus 
of Ballindalloch, a champion in the old 
country and imported by the Hartley Stock 
Farms at Page, North Dakota. The next 
sire on the top line is the famous show and 
breeding bull Jorum of Ballindalloch a bull 
that Kenneth McGregor thought when he 
saw him in Scotland was one of the best of 
the breed. The dam of the sire of Muskogee 
392d is Eline E. 4th of Page who was a 
daughter of Ensign of Glencarnock and 
Eline E. 2d considered one of the very top 
cows in the Hartley breeding herd. She be- 
ing sired by Imp. Earl Eric of Ballindalloch 
considered by Chas. Escher to have been the 
best bull imported up to his time. Her dam 
was the famous old Imp. Eline of Balmoral 
the foundress of one of the greatest tribes 
in America. Muskogee 392d’s dam Even 
Estha of Muskogee 10th is a daughter of 
Black Marshall 4th, a show bull and son 
of Earl Marshall. A good share of these 
cattle are sired by this bull. 

Several head are sired by the Pfeiffer- 
bred bull Marshall’s Heir 5th who is a son 
of Marshall’s Heir 2d, having for dam, 
Erica 32d of Logan 472752. Other bulls 
In service are Berosa’s Page 541875, a son 
of Evaxus of Page who in turn is a son of 
the famous breeding bull Glencarnock Revo- 
lution 6th who came from the Eline tribe 
and is sired by Blackcap Revolution, and 
the last is Prizemere 470th 539935, a richly 
bred Rosemere Pride from a daughter of 
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Prizemere 32d. His sire being Eileenmere 
157th an own son of the International grand 
champion Eileenmere 85th. 

It will be seen that Mr. Pfeiffer has been 
rather choice about his herd bull selections, 
which is in large measure responsible for 
the kind and quality of the cattle he will be 
selling in this draft sale. The Pfeiffer herd 
was founded in 1920, and now consists of 
150 head of breeding cows.

many “lumpy jaws” of cattle. It has been 
a serious problem for many years—about 
five per cent of market cattle are affected 
by what is scientifically known as actinomy- 
cosis. 

Greatest loss occurs from the unthrifti- 
ness of the animals. “Lumpy Jaw” cattle 
are unable to make normal gains in the feed 
lot and often the condition progresses so far 
that animals lose weight and in extreme 
cases die. , 

Veterinarians are successful in removing 
many “lumpy jaws” from cattle with in- 
travenous injections of certain iodine pro- 
ducts. This treatment does not cause a loss 
of flesh in animals being fitted for beef, 
and any slight decrease in lactation of dairy 
cows is only temporary. However, this 
treatment may cause abortion in pregnant 
animals. 

Draining these lumps without the injec- 
tion treatment will not permanently cure 
the condition, and the tendency is for lumps 
to reoccur. Sanitary measures should be 
practiced in opening these abcesses, as the 
discharge contains the germs that may 
spread the disease to other cattle. 

Although most “lumpy jaw” cattle pass 
for food with their heads condemned, a 
small percentage of whole carcasses are 
condemned as unfit for food by sanitary 
officials in government inspected packing 
plants.

Another fine imported sire, which is no 
doubt in use by this time at “La Celina” is 
“Erupto of Derculich”, reserve grand cham- 

pion at Perth in 1939. Senor Zu- 


gardless of price, and this 
accounts to a great ex- 
tent, in my opinion, for 
the extremely high stan- 
dard of quality found 
throughout the herds of 
Argentina. I recall very 
vividly the time I bid 
without success against a 
young Argentine for the 
Supreme Champion = at 
Perth, “Baron Bruce”. 
This great calf—and he 
was only a ten-month-old 
calf at the time—was 
knocked off by the auc- 
tioneer for 3,100 guineas, 
the equivalent of approxi- 
mately $17,000 in United 
States money, in less time 
than it takes to tell it. 


berbuhler had told me of purchas- 
ing this bull in Scotland, but was 
afraid he would never get him 
home because the ship which was 
bringing him to Buenos Aires was 
long past due and it was thought 
that with several others it had 
been lost in a British convoy at- 
tacked by the Germans. But, much 
to my delight one day shortly after 
our return to Buenos Aires, Senor 
Zuberbuhler excitedly informed me 
that the ship on which his bull was 
traveling had unexpectedly arrived 
in the harbor and was making 
ready to dock. Would I like to go 
with him to see the bull unloaded? 
Of course, nothing could have 
pleased me more. So down to the 
wharf we went and arrived there 
just as the battle-scarred British 
freighter was being nudged up to 


During my visit in Argen- 
tina I saw some of the de- 
scendants of this grand 
bull at Estancia “Charles”, 
south of Buenos Aires, where he had given 
an excellent account of himself as a sire 
for Senor Don Hector Guererro, who had 
successfully out-bid me and others for him 
in Scotland ten years earlier. 

It is interesting to note that Senor Guer- 
erro was the breeder and exhibitor of the 
Grand Champion bull of the Palermo Shows 
of 1939 and 1940. Aberdeen-Angus Journal 
readers will recall seeing the picture of his 
1940 champion “Sathan of Charles’, which 
appeared on the last October cover page of 
our popular breed magazine. 

The herd bulls which we saw at “La Ce- 
lina” included a Guererro-bred bull, “Lord 
Mark 2d of Charles’, and as is characteris- 
tic of the Guererro cattle, he was deep- 
bodied, low set and beautifully turned. He 
had the appearance of a great sire, and, for 
that matter, had already proved himself as 
such. Another home-bred sire which I liked 
very well at “La Celina” was “Black Baron- 
et 1432 de Santa Candida”, bred by Antonio 
Leloir, who has been previously mentioned. 
This bull was also a very fine individual of 
the right type and conformation. 

But several of the sires in use at “La 
Celina” at the time of our visit were im- 
ported. Amongst them was “Evasion 2d of 
Kinermony”, bred by Mr. J. F. Cumming, 
Aberlour, Banffshire, Scotland. Seeing this 
bull brought me memories of my visit to 
this world-famed breeding establishment. 
Another great imported bull which was used 
recently at “La Celina” is “Jellaba Eric’, 
bred by the greatest present-day breeder of 
the British Isles, Mr. J. E. Kerr, of Harvies- 
toun. Of Mr. Kerr and his unusual breeding 
farm I also have very pleasant memories. 
It was he who bred and exhibited “Baron 
Bruce”, mentioned earlier in this article. I 
am proud to this day of having had the 
privilege of helping to make “Baron Bruce” 
supreme champion at Perth. Those who 
follow the activities of our breed in other 
countries, as I do, will unquestionably be 
familiar with some of Mr. Kerr’s more re- 
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the dock. This ship, the “Highland 
Patriot”, had miraculously escaped 
from two air and submarine at- 
tacks in which nearly all others of the con- 
voy of which she was a part were destroyed. 
The nonchalant attitude of her crew, how- 
ever, was a good indication that the gallant 
sailors who man the British ships have no 
fear of this ruthless sea warfare of the 
Germans. Subsequently I read, with a great 
deal of regret, that the “Highland Patriot” 
had been sunk on her return trip to Eng- 
land with the loss of all on board. 

The young bull, “Erupto of Derculich”, 
like the crew of his ship, seemed elated to 
reach port. We followed him to the quaran-

tine station, where we gave him a close in- 
spection, and although he showed the ef- 
fects of his long sojourn at sea, his excel- 
lent conformation was unmistakable. And 
Senor Zuberbuhler, who had purchased him 
on order, was highly pleased with him. 

But I must not overlook mentioning some 
other Argentine-bred sires which were in 
service at Estancia “La Celina”. They were 
“Eldred of Las Horquelas 2d”, bred by that 
well-known Argentine breeder, Eduardo 
Estanguet. This bull is by the imported 
sire, “Eldred of Bywell”. Another of the 
home-bred sires, and in my opinion one of 
the best, was “Meridiano Pelorous”. This 
outstanding bull was too young to have had 
time to properly demonstrate his prepo- 
tency, but I predict for him a successful 
career as a sire. He is by the great im- 
ported sire, “Pelorous of Bywell”, which in 
itself is an exceedingly strong recommenda- 
tion, a conclusion which I reached after see- 
ing this magnificent bull and others of his 
get at “El Meridiano” a few days later. 

I could go on and on with my story of 
fascinating “La Celina’, but time is passing 
and my space also is not unlimited. So I 
shall have to be satisfied with the presenta- 
tion of these few highlights of our enjoy- 
able few days of entertainment there, every 
one of which brought new thrills and new 
experiences. Mingled with our regret at 
leaving this hospitable place was our pleas- 
ant anticipation of our next visit, which 
would be at Estancia “El Meridiano”, about 
which we had heard so many glowing ac- 
counts. Another thing which added to our 
interest was that this journey of approxi- 
mately 200 miles was to be made by day- 
light and by motor car, thus affording us 
an unrivaled opportunity for study of the 
Argentine countryside. 

Early one morning we set out in several 
automobiles and a station wagon for the 
luggage for the drive to Senor Sauze’s es- 
tancia, “E] Meridiano’”. In case I have not

Top Bull to Ashmere Farm, Indiana, at $850.09

Wednesday, March 5th was not a very 
nice day, but Thursday, the day of the show 
of sale cattle consigned to the Iowa State 
Breeders’ Sale, was a lovely day, a trifle 
chilly, but so nice that one of the largest 
crowds on record was in attendance to wit- 
ness the showing of the sale cattle. 

There are several good reasons for hav 
ing a show the day previous to the sale, but 
perhaps the best reasons are that all the 
consigned sale cattle must be in the barn 
at least one day ahead of the sale, the sale 
manager can work up a selling list during 
the showing of the different groups and the 
buyers have an opportunity to judge these 
individuals as they stand beside 
other animals in the same age class. 

The cattle were shown in the 
horse barn just across the street 
from the cattle barn on the Iowa 
State Fair grounds, Des Moines, 
Iowa. This big horse barn had an 
oil furnace and the alleyway used 
this day was blocked off from the 
rest of the barn by tarpaulin and 
was quite comfortable in this arena. 
The cattle were shown on shavings 
and not in straw so all prospective 
buyers knew that these animals legs 
were not half hid in straw, and they 
had an excellent opportunity to 
judge each animal and make selec- 
tions in their catalogs. 

Mr. Milt Tudor, Olin, lowa, judged 
the entire show and everyone was 
well pleased with the placings in 
each class. One class of bulls con- 
tained twenty-nine entries and one 
class of females, that of heifers 
calved in 1939 contained twenty-two 
head. Quite a real show and took 
most of the afternoon to get over the 
judging of these hundred head of 
cattle to be sold in the sale. 

The first class of bulls to be shown was 
for those calved before January 1, 1939, 
with five entries listed and the winning 
animal in this class was Blackcap’s Mar- 
shall 36th owned by Arthur E. Mallory, 
Hampton, and was purchased in the sale 
next day by Mr. R. R. Gillespie, Dexter, 
Iowa for $300.00. 

The second class of bulls shown were 
those calved between January 1, and Sep- 
tember 1, 1939. Thirteen bulls in this class 
with the first in line being Bell Boy D. 7th 
consigned by Dyer Brothers and Sons of 
Pleasantville, Iowa, and selling in the sale 
for five hundred and fifty dollars to Mr. H. 
A. Jones, Parnell, Missouri. Second in this 
class was the R. S. Stephenson & Sons en- 
try, Banco 2d, sold the next day to Mr. C. 
V. Barton, Klamath Falls, Oregon at three 
hundred and fifty dollars. Mr. Stephenson 
had the top selling bull in the 1940 sale and 
led the way for the consignment of these 
better type bulls that we saw listed in this 
1941 spring sale. 

The third class was a good one headed by 
Delmore S., the Cecil Shawver consignment 
to the state sale, he stood first in a class of 
sixteen. That he was worthy of this plac- 
ing is best understood when you note he 
stood as top selling bull the next afternoon 
when he walked out of the sale ring with 
a price tag of eight hundred and fifty dol- 
lars chalked up to his credit. He was pur- 
chased by Ashmere Farm, New Richmond, 
Indiana. The bull standing second in this 
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class was none other than the good E. 
Brothersen & Son entry, Erlandolier. He 
was a nice typy bull and went into a good 
herd being purchased by Henry Schmueck- 
er, Amana, Iowa. Henry has one of the 
nicest little herds in the state and is known 
far and wide for the quality of the animals 
he has been consigning to the Iowa State 
Sale in past years, and his consignment of 
three bulls averaged nearly two hundred 
and eighty dollars in this 1941 offering. 
The last class of bulls was for those 
calved after January 1, 1940. This class 
was headed by Blackcap Belstrom, consign- 
ed by Maynard J. Brothersen. This was one

of the top bulls of the auction, a real in- 
dividual, with only three other bulls selling 
above him in price. Second place was 
awarded to one of Kemp’s good young bulls, 
Bell Boy K. 3d, a son of Bell Boy A., and 
going to J. H. Pomeroy, Kirby, Oregon. Mr. 
Brothersen’s entry was sold to Sunset Knoll 
Farm, owned by J. C. Hol- 
bert, Ames Iowa, at four hun- 
dred and fifty dollars. The 
Champion bull was Delmore 
S., the top selling bull of the 
auction and the reserve 
champion was the _ above 
named, Blackcap  Belstrom 
owned by Mr. Brothersen. 
These were two of the breeds 
real representatives to be 
shown here today.

Nearly every lowa breeder who has ever 
gone to the Memphis, Missouri sale has 
passed the gate posts of the Meek Ranch. 
Remember that big sign on the east side of 
the road that leads from Milton, lowa, to 
Memphis, Missouri? It is almost a Mis- 
souri farm for it is less than three miles to 
the Missouri line from the driveway of the 
Meek Ranch. 

I must confess that I had been past that

This is truly a 
ranch with nearly a thousand acres, nine 
hundred and forty-seven to be exact, and 
one of the largest cattle breeding projects 
in the southern part of the state. The farm 
is owned by Frank Pearson, formerly an E]l- 
don resident, but now of Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia, and the manager of the farm is 
Harold Fritzel, who has been with the Meek 
Ranch since 1937 and has done wonders 
since his arrival. 

I do not mean to pat anyone on the back 
but Harold has really made great headway 
with both the crop land and the breeding 
herd. Before he arrived this farm dealt in 
commercial feeders, and still does to some 
extent although they are working steadily 
towards a pure bred breeding program. 
Since 1937 some 40,000 dollars has been 
spent in improvements on the farm, since 
1939 Harold has been adding more females 
to the pure bred herd and has added over

nine thousand dollars worth of breed; 

cattle, including one Finlarig Elba, two Eh 
line Ericas and two Glencarnock Elbas bred 
by Jantzen in the Hamilton sale in 1939. ; 
1940 he added another Juana Erica gs 
Eileenmere 183d a son of 85th and jn 
other heifers from the Hamilton Brothers 
herd. The same year Harold attended the 
Northwest Breeders Sale at Fargo and add. 
ed three more foundation cattle. This 
brings the total number of cattle on the 
farm to three hundred and tweny-six head 
with seventy head of steers on feed. 

On January 23, 1941 they sent seventeen 
head of steers to Chicago, these yearlings 
averaged 1,096 pounds and topped the mar- 
ket at fifteen dollars, highest so far this 
year to date, bringing an average of nearly 
one hundred and seventy dollars a pound, 
No wonder you see so few bulls in the lots 
in fact I saw several steers that would have 
made better bulls than you see at the head 
of many herds, but Fritzel advocates the 
use of the knife, and at fifteen dollars a 
hundred you must agree that his theory is 
right. How many breeders can average 
over a hundred and sixty dollars on sevep- 
teen head of yearling bulls? A good lesson 
for some of our pure bred breeders would 
be a trip to the Meek Ranch. 

During the past four years many time 
saving devices have been worked out, all 
figured by Harold’s mathematical mind, 
The overhead doors in the barn are opened 
and closed without getting off the wagon, 
or spreader. The water system is auto- 
matic with a 13,000 gallon supply tank and 
nearly two miles of underground pipes serv- 
ing all the buildings, for all are modern. 
The time saving element has been carried 
to the point where a scoop is to be found in 
every bin as Harold says the time lost going 
after a scoop from another bin can not be 
replaced. 


Also during the past four years the farm 
project included planting 37,000 trees on 
the Ranch, these are Chinese Elm, Catalpa, 
American Elm, Black Locust, Russian Olive 
and four varities of pine and a two acre 
orchard of fruit trees. 


There are no crossroads on the farm, but 
privately maintained roads allow passage 
from one place to the other and fields are 
laid out to get the utmost farming acres out 
of each plot with plenty of pasture scat- 
tered over the rougher parts of the farm. It 
was interesting to know that it is also near- 
ly a private game refuge with wild ducks 
and geese and pheasants raised on the place 
and the day we drove from the main group 
of buildings over to see the older founda- 
tion cows we saw red fox in the pasture.

Sunday, March 24th, I left for Sterling, 
Illinois, arriving there about three-thirty 
that afternoon. Made good time for I had 
driven home from Missouri and traded the 
Hudson in for a pair of wings, knowing that 
following the Illinois sale I would leave for 
Columbus, Nebraska, and did not want to 
drive that distance when I could fly and 
make better time.

Thornton’s ad for he liked it very much and 
tried to talk me into flying down 
to his sale. I never require any 
urging to fly, but this time I had to 
refuse due to other arrangements 
for that date. 


The Thorntons retired early that 
evening, but Paul and I stayed up 
until nearly twelve and on going to 
bed changed his room for one ad- 
joining mine, opened the doors be- 
tween our rooms and kept each 
other awake for another hour be- 
fore going to sleep. 


Monday morning we had break- 
fast together, then down to the 
barns, first ones there outside of 
the grooms, so had plenty of op- 
portunity to see these cattle before 
the crowd gathered. It was not a 
nice day, the sun stayed behind the 
clouds until late afternoon, a chill 
wind was blowing and that barn 
was plenty drafty.

females did not bring as much as some first 
thought, but it was a good sale with a fe- 
male average of over one hundred and sixty- 
five dollars and the fourteen bulls selling 
for an average of more than one seventy- 
five, for a total average on the entire sale 
of one hundred and seventy dollars.

Another senior yearling show 
heifer is Blackberry 80th 589553, by 85th 
and of that same good tribe of Blackberrys 
that are always represented by one or more 
members in the Tolan show string. Black- 
berry 80th was first at both Maryland and 
Houston.

The F. W. Whitehead Herd 


Another Show Window for the Bonnie Blacks 


We had a standing invitation to visit the 
F. W. Whitehead herd at Kahoka, Missouri, 
but was not until the day before the Edina 
bull show, when Mr. Whitehead called the 
office extending anew the invitation to stay 
over night with him and see the herd, did 
we find the opportunity to actually see this 
good herd. 

Wednesday evening was spent at the 
Whitehead home at Kahoka, in fact the en- 
tire evening was spent for we did not retire 
until nearly mid-night with plans made to 
drive directly over to the farm the next 
morning after breakfast, then to go from 
the farm to Edina to see the big bull show. 

Thursday morning we drove over to the 
farm, which is located on Iowa soil, just 
across the river from Wayland, crossing the 
Des Moines River at the toll bridge con- 
structed a few years ago by Mr. Whitehead 
and seemed queer to me that he had to pay 
toll every time he drove over to the farm, 
and expect he is slowly paying back the 
profit from that structure for he visits the 
farm every day. 

It is a pretty setting with the gravel road 
dividing the farm north and south, so that 
the barns are right on the east side of the 
road and house on the west. This farm is in 
a natural setting, bounded on the east, north 
and west by low hills and on the south by 
the Des Moines River, quite wide at this 
point just fourteen or fifteen miles from 
Keokuk where it joins the Mississippi. 

The barn was built especially for cattle, 
open on the south side facing the river with 
enough slope to give natural drainage to the 
lots, which are quite gravelly and never get 
muddy or wet. Here at the barn we saw 
the younger females, mostly of Peters 
breeding, and a good lot of cattle, several 
young calves at foot and these by that good 
bull recently sold for five thousand dollars 
with several of the females heavy in calf to 
the service of that same sire. I had watch- 
ed Frank buy several cattle and knew the

From the barn we drove into i 
just north of the buildings, and ae 
the older matrons that had been turned out 
in the fodder field, they too were in good 
flesh and excellent condition, here Mr 
Whitehead pointed out to me one old cow 
that would take care of two calves, such a 
good mother was she and said he had sever. 
al more down at the barn that gave too 
much milk for one calf, putting to rout the 
old heresay that Aberdeen-Angus did not 
give enough milk to mother their calves, It 
all depends on the care given the females 
before they calve, for no cow can put on 
flesh if she is a heavy milker and has a big 
husky calf at her side to feed. 

Here in the field north of the barn w. 
Mr. Whitehead’s airport. Owning no Pins 
he has made a real field here for the use of 
a young fellow in Keokuk, two runways, one 
a half mile long and the other five-eights 
of a mile long form a perfect cross north 
and south and east and west with no ob- 
structions other than a low telephone line 
along the west boundary where a fifty by 
fifty all steel Butler hanger stands. This 
field is as smooth and level as any municipal 
airfield, and is located to be a strategic 
point in our defense program being a good 
point for defense of the new shell loading 
plant below Burlington on the Mississippi 
River. The field is situated so that the run- 
way could be extended over a mile in each 
direction reaching north to the foot of the 
hills where underground hangers could be 
put in at less cost than many airports now 
in operation.

vas a great day yesterday at Lonjac— 
wae wt po too for Mr. Hooten, as he saw 
that the realization of the dream which he 
and Mr. Malkow had in establishing their 
herd must now be entrusted to others. Sure- 
ly, too, it must have been a great satisfac- 
tion to him to see how well those efforts 
were appreciated, to see how enthusiastical- 
ly their carefully selected animals were 
sought after, and finally to check back and 
see that so many of the fine females were 
going together, headed by General of Page 
and his illustrious son—there to carry on 
the purity of the blood lines Lonjac wished 


to perpetuate. 

We were sorry to see so many good cat- 
tle leave Missouri. There has been such a 
decided awakening of interest in the breed 
throughout the State, so many new herds 
established, that it’s too bad we couldn’t 
have retained more of these animals here, 
to better establish Missouri’s tradition as 
the fountainhead of Aberdeen-Angus in 
America. And I’m sure that every Missouri 
breeder shared that regret with us. 

Mr. McGregor and Mr. Hopley should be 
congratulated, however, on the management 
of the sale and its success. It was a real 
demonstration of the great demand for good 
cattle—selling that number and yet main- 
taining such a remarkably high average! 
There were a great many people present 
that day—some to buy, but more to watch. 
And I couldn’t help but be impressed with 
the potential value to the Aberdeen-Angus 
world of the keen interest they displayed, 
sitting hour after hour on those rough 
benches, a great many on the ground, ut- 
terly regardless of discomfort. 

We had the chance pleasure of sitting at 
lunch with the Manager of Red Gate, while 
attending the International last December, 
and we certainly enjoyed hearing about their 
farm and their breeding program. Just to 
talk of Virginia brought back so vividly my 
childhood memories, and that was a joy not 
to be denied.

But the driver was taking it home very 
carefully, and we soon saw that we’d just 
have to wait until morning to see if our en- 
thusiasm had been justified. 

I sure like that Hartley Edella cow and 
am so glad we were able to purchase her 
and her fine little heifer calf. She is a real 
individual, backed by real breeding, and I’m 
sure will fit well into our scheme at Oak 
Ridge. 

And Matchless Pride of Don Head, sired 
by Bandolier of Anoka 6th, out of Middle- 
brook Pride 90th, a Canadian champion, as 
were also her dam and grandam, should be 
a sure investment. 

Chimera of Wheatland 10th is a little 
thin, but had she not been, am sure we’d 
never have been able to buy her at such a 
bargain price.

Fourth Annual Sale at Lexington to Offer Seventy-four Lots 


By Gay Quammen 


When Friday, May 2d, arrives it will mark 
the fourth annual sale of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle to be sold at Lexington under the 
sponsorship of the Kentucky Aberdeen-An- 
gus Breeders’ Association. It will also be 
the fourth annual such event under the man- 
agement of Mr. J. Harvey Allen, president 
of the association. 

There is much that has been changed 
since the first sale held at Lexington on the 
Thursday before the Derby in 1938. To 
those who were present, it will be recalled 
that the cattle were in just good pasture 
condition. Few of them had been fitted for 
sale. Yet the interest that prevailed that 
day, when many breeders had refused to 
consign cattle, was such that immediately 
plans were made for a sale in 1939. Much 
less difficulty was encountered in getting 
the consignment for the second sale. Last 
year, the committee began refusing cattle 
that were not ready for sale, and again this 
year, the committee in selecting the cattle 
passed up many cattle, well enough bred, 
but lacking the condition to make them 
readily salable. 

In the catalog are eighteen bulls and fif- 
ty-six females. These seventy-four lots are 
being consigned by twenty Kentucky breed- 
ers. The committee was more particular 
about the bulls they would accept than the 
females, and we should have a much higher 
percentage of better bulls than in any of the 
past sales. 

Near Winchester, we saw a young bull 
consigned by the Clark County Fiscal Court. 
Just by way of information, we might state 
that every taxpayer in Clark County owns 
a share in some Aberdeen-Angus cattle. For 
the Judge of the court has seen fit to stock 
a piece of property with Aberdeen-Angus, 
and affords the boys of Clark county an 
opportunity to buy high grade club calves 
at reasonable prices. At the same time, the 
farm sells these calves at a profit, and each 
year the farm shows a profit to the county. 
The young bull is Clark’s Proud Marshall 
2d 618282, a March 24th, 1940 son of Proud 
Marshall of Hill Crest 502504 by Broadus 


Blackmar 453695, a bull used very success- 
fully for a number of years in Mr. J. H. 
Quisenberry’s herd at Winchester. F. C. 
Bierly at Carrs offers a strictly Hill Crest 
Farms’ bred bull in Quiet Marshall 2d of 
Carrs 617382, for the sire and dam are both 
bred by Mr. Quisenberry. Clarkland Farms, 
Lexington, offer a pair of bulls, Petunian’s 
Prince 591398 and Quitbar 601061, the first 
a line bred Perinthian bull and the second a 
son of Pride Bar C. 534558, he a grandson 
of Rabban by Revolution 100th, and of Eil- 
eenmere 15th through a daughter, Barbara 
2d of Strathmore, a cow we believe will be- 
come more and more famous, since she is 
the dam of Eileenmere 260th, Mr. J. Gar- 
rett Tolan’s great young herd sire.

We have attended quite a few sales in 
recent years, have witnessed quite a few 
breeders buy a few top cattle in one sale or 
another, and, occasionally, some breeder 
buy about a dozen choice cattle in one auc- 
tion. Including the Congdon & Battles Dis- 
persion and the J. Garrett Tolan record 
breaking sale, we have yet to witness any 
one breeder bid and buy more beautifully 
bred, nice type foundation stock than did 
Mr. Edward Jenkins on April 3d at the 
Lonjac Dispersion sale. 

Mr. Jenkins can no longer be classed as 
a new breeder. There must have been up- 
wards of two hundred breeding females at 
Red Gate before the recent addition of these 
twenty females and the two great herd bulls. 
He attended the sale with his mind made up 
to buy the best offered. How well he suc- 
ceeded, time alone can tell, but that he 
bought what appeared to be the real tops 
that day is recognized by all present at the 
sale. In buying General 6th of Page, the 
bull whose calves did more than any other 
one factor to make Lonjac a recognized 
herd, Mr. Jenkins added prestige well worth 
the $4200.00 which the bull cost him that 
day. With General 6th came General of 
Page, and his purchase, too, brings value 
to the entire Red Gate herd. However, the 
real value will come from the calves that 
this great pair of bulls will sire at the Vir- 
ginia herd. In talking to Mr. Jenkins after 
the auction, I mentioned that I had bid for 
a customer the next to the last bid placed, 
and in doing so had stretched my limit con- 
siderably, and I further stated that had the 
customer been present the bull would have 
brought considerably more money. Mr. Jen- 
kins calmly remarks that no one else would 
have purchased General 6th of Page that 
day, and we are of the opinion that the bid- 
ding might have gone for several hundred 
dollars more only to wind up with Red Gate 
taking the ownership of General 6th of Page. 

Already, we have been asked by several 
breeders, the question as to whether or not 
General 6th of Page, or any other bull can 
ever be profitable at such a high figure. 
Right here, we want to state that the pur- 
chase price of a bull matters little if the 
breeder will do two other things. First, se- 
cure a good enough bull, and second, some 
females good enough to mate to the bull. 
Whether breeding cattle are on the up- 
grade or downgrade as to prices, the values 
of the top kind of cattle do not change very 
much. In other words, pure bred cattle, in- 
dividually good enough and bred attractively 
are always worth enough more than the av- 
erage to make outstanding seed stock profit- 
able. We, of course, are agreed that proper 
care and development of the cattle bred 
must follow the purchase of good seed stock. 


We have visited at Red Gate on more 
than one occasion. In our mind’s eye we can 
see the rolling hills, the streams that course 
through the pastures, and although the Lon- 
jac cattle had a great home in Missouri, it 
is our opinion that the pastures over which 
these cattle will roam at Red Gate, and the 
barns in which they will be quartered are 
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more than favorable for their continued use- 
fulness to the breed and to their new owner. 

We have mentioned the purchase of the 
two herd bulls. We are every bit as happy 
over the purchase of the females that Mr. 
Jenkins added to the herd. Foremost among: 
the twenty head was Blackcap Bessie 19th 
of Page 490957, a six year old daughter of 
Eventuation of Page, the 1930 International 
grand champion bull. The dam of this 
Blackcap Bessie female is a half sister to 
the dam of the 1939 International grand 
champion female, both being out of Black- 
cap Betty of Page. This cow has already 
produced a $2000.00 bull, and should go on 
and produce many outstanding cattle. The 
top Juana cows were selected and purchased, 
Juana Erica of Page 502908, a daughter of 
Revolution of Page 11th and out of the im- 
ported cow, Joncalla of Kinermony, and her 
daughter, Juana Erica of Lonjac 542166, 
sired by General 6th of Page. Here, too, is 
a pair of splendid females that should prove 
really profitable to Red Gate Farm. The 
fact that they were among the top Juanas in 
the sale, alone, makes them well worth own- 
ing and their produce will aid much in the 
sale of breeding stock from Red Gate Farm.

Few breeders’ sales of Aberdeen-Angus 
have been held in Tennessee in recent years, 
but with the demand that exists, a demand 
that has been on the increase, we have no 
doubts as to the results of the two auctions 
scheduled for May in the state. 

French Broad Farms will sell an even 
forty head at Knoxville on May first, of 
which number five will be bulls, the others 
bred and open heifers. Our comment about 
the consignment was expressed in the 
March Journal, and we need add very little 
to that to express the thought that French 
Broad Farms are offering a grand lot of 
young breeding stock. 

Rather we should like to comment on 
what a proper foundation can do over a 
period of years in a herd of cattle. For 
more than a quarter of a century, French 
Broad has been in the business of produc- 
ing Aberdeen-Angus cattle. The early 
foundation selected by Dr. J. I. Huggins has 
had little replenishments during the past 
twenty years. By that we mean French 
Broad has not gone out and purchased a 
lot of cattle. They have continued 
to select as carefully as possibie the 
cows for the herd, retaining as many 
of the good heifers as they could 
and heading the herds with bulls 
bred by them.

Again eastern Aberdeen-Angus breeders 
are looking forward to a date in May, to be 
exact, Monday, May 5th, when Maryland’s 
leading breeders will stage their annual 
Show and Sale. In just a few weeks, it 
will have been five years since the Journal 
sent a representative to the Second Mary- 
land Breeders’ Sale at Frederick. We well 
recall the sale. Then like now, just a few 
bulls were offered, and not too many fe- 
males. Fifty head of the best cattle that 
Maryland breeders could bring together. 
Then like now, some of the consignors 
would have preferred to retain some of the 
females for their own herds, but the pro- 
motion of the breed through the efforts of 
the breeders in holding 
a sale demanded that 
they offer their best. 
It is our opinion that 
the sale has done much 
to build Aberdeen-An- 
gus herds in the state, 
both as to numbers of 
herds, and more as to 
the quality of the 
breeding plants that 
are now steadily ex- 
hibiting improvement. 

With so many public 
auctions being held 
this spring and early 
summer it has_ been 
impossible to visit each 
herd consigning cattle, 
and consequently, our 
comment in a few cases 
must be limited to the 
breeding of the ani- 
mals. 


The first Maryland 
sale and those follow- 
ing have offered qual- 
ity breeding stock. 
With as much progress 
as Maryland breeders 
have made in the past few years, and much 
of it because of their determination to keep 
pace with their slogan, it is certain that 
this 1941 offering will be made up of better 
cattle than any of the past sales. As each 
year passes, new breeders learn more and 
more of type and breeding and in order to 
satisfy their demands for better breeding 
stock Maryland breeders must offer top 
foundation stock.

up the cow herd a little more and should not 
be long until the number of females in 
Northeast Missouri will increase to the 
point where they can have two good sales 
each year.

he bank of the Des Moines Riv- 
ng pain a cabin with accommodations 
. sixteen guests without setting up any 
extra beds. I will try to describe it to you 
as I saw it for it was one of the highlights 
of the visit, on entering the cabin we came 
the northwest porch, just off the kitch- 
en, this kitchen, a modern bath, with stool 
and shower, and the master bedroom are 
along the north side of the cabin, from the 
kitchen and master bedroom you enter into 
the living room, which has a huge fireplace 
on the north wall and this room is two stor- 
ies high with a balcony extending complete- 
jy around the room. Under this balcony to 
the south is an extension of the living room 
just one story high, this faces the river and 
makes the living room seem even larger 
than it is. Off the balcony to the south side 
is one long bedroom with four or five beds 
and to the north are two bedrooms, with 
separate entrances and a large wardrobe 


closet between them. 

All the heavy timber showing in the in- 
side of the cabin, including the beam and 
posts is of knotty cedar and the master bed- 


in on 


room is completely finished in knotty cedar, 
all in natural color, and beautiful woodwork. 

As I signed the guest log I glanced 
through to see how many people had visited 
the cabin and where they came from and 
found that nearly every state had been rep- 
resented since this cabin had been completed 
in 1936. It is one place on the farm you 
must see on your visit. I tried to talk Mr. 
Whitehead into commercializing on this cab- 
in and airport, for thought he could get the 
sportsmen from the larger cities to week 
end here along the river just a few hours 
from any of the larger cities and just a few 
minutes by air from St. Louis in a fast 
plane. There would be room for riding and 
shooting, boating and fishing and an ideal 
cabin with plenty of accommodations for a 
real week end in the country. 

Did not glance at my watch until we left 
the cabin and it was nearly twelve o’clock, 
time passed so quickly at the farm, then 
back to Kahoka to the house where we made 
arrangements for Mrs. Whitehead to drive 
to Edina to get Frank, for he planned to 
return home by mid-afternoon, while I 
planned to stay that night at Memphis to 
meet Marion Daggs in whose company I 
was to tour the herds represented in the 
coming sale. 


The Edina and Columbia Bull Shows 


As I was saying, Mr. Whitehead and I 
drove down to the Edina Bull Show at noon 
on Thursday March 20th. I did not expect 
to see many cattle exhibited, in fact, in a 
letter from Mr. E. S. Matteson, one of the 
state extension specialists he stated that 
they expected to have about tfteen or 
twenty of each breed represented. 

We were in for a surprise for fifty breed- 
ers from eleven counties were represented 
with one hundred and forty-two head of 
cattle to be exhibited. All three breeds 
were represented, Hereford, Shorthorn and 
Aberdeen-Angus, and we found that the 
blacks dominated the show as they con- 
stituted fifty percent of the exhibit. 

Although no prizes were offered the 
breed associations furnished the _ ribbons 
that were awarded in the calf show. It 
was a cooperative effort. Breeders brought 
in the cattle at their own expense and it 
was the first show of its kind in Missouri. 
The Knox County Fair Association and the 
Knox County Court made the buildings and 
grounds available without charge. Mr. T. 
‘, Ewing and E. S. Matteson, state exten- 
sion specialists, and the county agents of 
the various counties managed the show. 

Professor Trowbridge stood at the micro- 
phone as each class of animals was led past 
and commented on the individuals. The 
classes were not judged although the best 
individuals were brought to the attention 
of the crowd, numbered at more than one 
thousand people, as the type of bulls they 
should buy to head their respective herds. 
Mr. Trowbridge, commenting on the show, 
said, “This remarkable exhibit unquestion- 
ably demonstrates that Northeast Missouri 
has a nucleus of high class pure bred lteef 
cattle from which we can expect a con- 
tinuous improvement both in the quality of 
commercial calves produced and in the type 
of pure bred bulls. This should make us all 
think about getting good bulls and be more 
critical of the bulls we buy.” 

Jack Daggs, president of the Northeast 
Missouri Aberdeen-Angus Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation, said, “This is one of the greatest 
shows that I have ever attended. I would 
like to see it made an annual affair.” 
_After the show many of the breeders ex- 
hibiting said that they wished the future 
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shows would be arranged so that the judge 
could place each class. However in the first 
show of this kind they did not think this 
would be advisable for many of the bulls 
brought to the exhibit were right off the 
lots and in breeding condition, having no 
special care and some not even dressed up. 

In the 1940 calf classes ribbons were 
awarded and the following placings were 
made:

In the final summary to show exact 
figures on the number of cattle shown the 
report was: Six Shorthorn breeders show- 
ed seven bulls, ten bull calves and five 
heifer calves a total of twenty-two head. 
Eighteen Hereford breeders showed nine- 
teen bulls, twenty-one bull calves and four- 
teen heifer calves, a total of fifty-four 
head. Twenty-six Aberdeen-Angus breed- 
ers showed twenty-two bulls, twenty-three 
bull calves and twenty-one heifer calves, 
a total of sixty-six head. 

On the following day a similar exhibit 
was made at Columbia, Missouri for the 
breeders of central Missouri. Following is 
a report of the show. Sorry I could not be 
present but my schedule for a visit to the 
Northeast Missouri Breeders herds had been 
made before I knew about this Columbia 
show. 

The Columbia Bull Show 

The beef cattle meeting and exhibit in 
Columbia was rated by many farmers as 
the best cattle meeting they had ever at- 
tended. A crowd estimated at six hundred 
gave strict attention from ten-thirty until 


three-thirty to the discussion and judging 
of the herd sires, the 1940 bull and heifer 
calves and pair of calves. E. A. Trowbridge 
was in charge assisted by E. S. Matteson 
and T. A. Ewing all of the Missouri College 
of Agriculture. 

The remark was frequently herd that no 
one realized there was such a large num- 
ber of good cattle being used and produced 
in this section of the state. Forty breeders 
of the three breeds were represented with 
a total of one hundred and thirty head, 
just a very few less than exhibited at Edina 
the day previous. Here are the placings of 
the Aberdeen-Angus.

As you can see from the above report the 
Howard County breeders just about dom- 
inated the entire Aberdeen-Angus show. 

I was certainly glad to be present, and 
think these bull shows are the best type of 
local publicity for nearly two thousand per- 
sons were present at these two shows and 
from the talks given on each animal they 
had every opportunity to see the type and 
quality of animals they should buy, and this 
large attendance certainly shows that the 
Missouri farmers are interested in obtain- 
ing better commercial cattle and that many 
are interested in starting pure bred herds. 

With several Missouri auctions scheduled 
for this spring season many farmers will 
have the opportunity to see the worth of 
these cattle and perhaps they will start 
their herds in part this spring. 

Missouri has been making rapid advances 
in the Aberdeen-Angus field with more new 


breeders added each year, several good 
county associations, all active and _ each 
sponsoring annual sales. These active 


county associations with sales this spring 
are Central Missouri Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders, this is Cole, Calloway and Boone 
counties; Howard County Breeders; Noda- 
way County Breeders at Maryville; North- 
east Missouri Breeders at Memphis. And 
the Thousand Hills Farm sale at Kirksville.

those yearling heifers sold through the auc- 
tion ring, with a price range of from two 
to six hundred dollars, could possibly be any 
better than the ones we were so proudly 
watching in our own barn lot. 

We have been so well pleased with the 
calves produced here at Oak Ridge by our 
herd sire, ‘“Bertramere,” that when we had 
the opportunity of obtaining those sired by 
him during the few months he was in ser- 
vice in Mr. Caldwell’s herd, we certainly 
jumped at the chance. And realizing that 
the Bertramere-Pickfair cross had been such 
a successful one, we took the entire lot of 
thirty-nine heifers—some of them sired by 
Pickfair; feeling that by doing so, we’d save 
years in making for uniformity in the herd. 

Many of the breeders will probably be at- 
tending the Howard County sale and com- 
ing on to Columbia for the Central Missouri 
sale the following day. Last year, we had 
a supper for them, and the field men, with 
Mr. Trowbridge and Mr. Comfort as special 
guests. 

So many of the friends we have made 
while in this cattle business have been kind 
enough to express a desire to come to Oak 
Ridge. So, the night preceding the sale, 
we are planning on having a buffet supper 
at the Lodge, so those who wish, may see 
something of what we are trying to accomp- 
lish at the farm. Chimera of Wheatland 
9th, done forever, I hope, with show days, 
will be in the pastures, along with Blackcap 
Estaho, the good Hopley cow and her fine 
little heifer calf, also the rest of our breed- 
ing herd, and this will afford an excellent 
opportunity for those who would like to see 
them.

I could tell much more about this breed- 
ing establishment, but wish that you would 
take time to visit the herd. You will be as 
surprised as I to see the quality of these fe- 
males and the type and quality of the steers 
in the lots, part of which is due to the 
good sires used. One of the best young 
bulls is Blackbird Bardolier of Ada 2d pur- 
chased at the Fargo Sale and M. R. Cue 
the chief junior sire now coming along in 
fine shape and his half brother M. R. Ruler 
who was grand champion of the Davis 
County Fair in 1939. 

Little has been heard from this breeding 
plant for Harold has not been ready to start 
his promotional campaign, but soon we will 
hear from them for they intend to work up 
to the point where they can have an an- 
nual sale each year. At this time they have 
one hundred and forty-two registered fe- 
males, lots of calves on the ground with 
seventy-two of the females due to calve and 
many of them looking pretty heavy the day 
we stopped to see the herd. This is one of 
the show places of Iowa right now and you 
should plan to visit this herd at the first 
opportunity for I know you will be as en- 
thused over the cattle and the layout as I 
was on my first visit, which will not be my 
last.—Dick.

A Visit to Argentina

of Argentina are made in the United States. 
The only difference between them and our 
own models is that they are equipped for 
driving on the left side of the road, because 
in Argentina, as in England, drivers keep 
to the left, instead of to the right as we do. 


For MONTH of APRIL, 1941 


The American car is preferred in Argentina 
to any of the European makes, which is the 
reason why they are so generally used. At 
the time we were there, due to the greatly 
depreciated value of the peso in comparison 
to our dollar, American cars were, however, 
very expensive. I rode one day in Buenos 
Aires with a friend in his new Buick and 
was told what the car cost in pesos. After 
roughly translating this to dollars in my 
mind, I came to the conclusion that the car 
had cost my Argentine friend over $3500 in 
United States money. 

We had not been long on the road that 
morning until we had borne in on us the 
immensity and wonder and beauty of the 
pampa. But for clumps of trees which dot- 
ted the landscape here and there and mark- 
ed the location of houses, we might have 
had the sensation of being on a trackless 
sea. But further to dispell this feeling 
there was always the rich black soil under 
foot. In viewing all this solitude and im- 
measurable distances, one could hardly 
escape a feeling of awe, however. 

During the course of our motor drive, 
and as the road seemed to be without end as 
far as the eye could reach, I occasionally 
wondered how our driver found his way, 
because there were cross roads and as near- 
ly as I could see, there were no land marks 
and no guiding signs. Certainly the im- 


mensity of the pampa offers facilitiac ¢ 
losing oneself. Perhaps it is papel 
sense developed at birth that enables th 
natives to find their way about so unerri ‘ 
ly without anything to guide them. 7 

In view at all times from each Side of th 
road that day were cattle, sheep and Sinden: 
It was one complete panorama of good 
grazing and good live stock. And Wwe wer 
gratified to note that there were about = 
many Aberdeen-Angus to be seen as there 
were Shorthorns and Herefords, 7 

At midday we stopped at another of 
Senor Leloir’s estancias, “E] Carretero” 
where a delicious Inucheon was served, 
After luncheon we took time to inspect some 
of Senor Leloir’s several thousand Aberdee». 
Angus which were grazing, mostly on 2. 
falfa pastures. I was informed that on this 
particular estancia there were over 15,000 
acres of alfalfa. We would have liked to 
have seen more of the operations of this 
vast estancia, but the short afternoon was 
drawing to a close and we had nearly one 
hundred miles of bad roads to travel before 
we reached our destination. We arrived at 
“El Meridiano” at about nine o’clock, tired 
but happy. It had been a great day, with 
beautiful sunshine—a typical pampa winter 
day, which means only a faint touch of 
winter in the air.

We have had to turn away many buyers 
in order to hold these good cattle for this 
sale, but that was one of the conditions our 
members agreed to when we formed our 
Association three years ago, that once an 
animal was selected for one of our annual 
association sales, that they would not sell 
them at any price except in that sale. 

I have inquiries for more than 200 head 
of cattle here on my desk now and only 
about twenty-five head in our whole as- 
sociation membership for sale except these 
we are holditg for our annual sale at 
Hutchinson Wednesday, May 21, 1941. 

Our Association has enjoyed the addition 
of several new members since our 1940 sale 
and our sales cattle were selected from 
about twice as many herds as they were 
last year. 

The Harry E. Peirce heifers, both grand- 
daughters of Blackcap Tolan 11th 398462, 
she a half sister to Eileenmere 15th, the 
grand champion bull at the Chicago Inter- 
national, and both will have calves at foot 
from Prince Eralan of Sunbeam an own 
son of Black Prince of Sunbeam the Inter- 
national grand champion, Chicago 19388. 

The two Ficken heifers were the kind we 
picked for our parish show herd last year 
and they made a good showing there and 
will do even better in someone’s breeding 
herd for they are that kind.

Meat. 

Pointing out that no single phase of the 
national defense program is of greater pres- 
ent day significance than the problem of 
insuring an adequate diet for America’s 131 
million men, women, and children, the Na- 
tional Live Stock and Meat Board stresses 
the part that meat plays in 
supplying the essential food 
elements in such a diet, in a 
statement just issued. 

The statement calls atten- 
tion to a national survey re- 
cently conducted under the 
direction of national defense 
authorities which revealed 
that a third or more of our 
population is living below the 
safety line of what is consid- 
ered an adequate diet. This 
means that the diet of this 
large group is deficient in the 
factors necessary for building 
and maintaining health. 

The importance of meat in 
helping to solve this national 
nutrition problem cannot be 
overestimated, the Board 
states. Research studies in 
recent years have established 
the high rank of this food 
product as a source of nutri- 
tive and health elements. On 
the basis of average servings, 
meat is a leader among foods, 
as a source of protein, iron, 
phosphorus and __ calories. 
Within the past year or two, 
it has been discovered that 
meat is the richest known 
source of the important B group of vi- 
tamins—the best known of which are thia- 
mine, riboflavin and nicotinic acid. These 
are the vitamins which are at present in the 
spotlight of national advertising, and are 
being stressed by National defense experts. 

In addition to its nutritive and health 
values, the Board asserts that no food pre- 
sents such a wide range of buying oppor- 
tunities as does meat. There are meat cuts 
for those who need to stretch their food dol- 
lars, and there are cuts available for those 
who are not concerned about food budgets.

Texas enthusiasm for Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle was backed by the presence of con- 
siderably more than one hundred guests 
who participated at the Texas Aberdeen- 
Angus Breeders’ Association banquet at the 
Texas Hotel at Fort Worth on Sunday eve- 
ning, March 9th. True Texas hospitality 
was on parade. Genuine Aberdeen-Angus 
steak dinners put everyone present in high 
spirits and on the best of terms with his 
next door neighbor. Immediately following 
the dinner President Stevens called the 
meeting to order and introduced yours truly 
to serve in the capacity of master of cere- 
monies. Honor guests were presented, the 
list being headed by Secretary W. H. Tom- 
have ef the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association, of Chicago. Included 
on the list were newspaper representatives 
and Secretaries J. B. Davis, of the South- 
western Exposition at Fort Worth: W. O. 
Cox, of the Houston Fat Stock Show at 
Houston; and L. B. Herring, of the South 
Texas State Fair at Beaumont. Then each 
person present stood, announced his name 
and address. 


Secretary Tomhave was introduced as the 
principal speaker and proceeded to give his 
listeners a brief resume of association ac- 
tivities throughout the nation, stressing 
especially what had been accomplished in 
the state of Texas the past few years in the 
way of increasing the Aberdeen-Angus pop- 
ulation and the quality of the cattle coming 
into the state to serve as foundation mater- 
ial for future herds of registered breeding 
cattle, pointing also to the ever increasing 
number of grade Aberdeen-Angus cows and 
heifers being introduced as foundations for 
the production of superior feeder calves. 
Secretary Tomhave definitely expressed the 
belief that Aberdeen-Angus would not alone 
make good in their new Texas homes but 
that they would spread as rapidly as com- 
mercial producers became better acquainted 
with the advantages of running Aberdeen- 
Angus cattle on their pastures in the South- 
west. The natural hornless feature was re- 
ferred to as the only safe and sane process 
of dehorning, at the same time creating a 
solid color, a deeper body, earlier maturity, 
and better fleshing propensities. Thus more 
nearly filling packer requirements, result- 
ing in better prices per pound. 

Prof. W. L. Stangel, of the Texas Univer- 
sity, and superintendent of the Aberdeen- 
Angus section of the Southwestern Exposi- 
tion, was introduced and discussed the prog- 
ress being made by Aberdeen-Angus ex- 
hibits since he had become superintendent 
and better acquainted with the advancement 
the breed is making in the Southwest. He 
stressed the importance of bringing better

cattle to this show, especially in the club 
section, and issued an urgent invitation for 
breeders at large to include Fort Worth on 
their next year’s show schedule. 

Following the dinner President Stevens 
called the meeting to order and proceeded 
with the annual business. Reports were 
read into the minutes and the election of of- 
ficers followed. Mr. Tommy Brook of Brady, 
was selected as president for the ensuing 
year; S. B. Swigert, of Waco, was elected to 
the first vice-presidency; Mrs. Lee O. 
Gowdy, of Jacksboro, was chosen as second 
vice-president; S. E. Moore, of Troy, was 
elected third vice-president, and Prof. 
Schussler, was selected as secretary and 
treasurer. Sutton Crofts, of Cisco, and 
Merle Saxe, of College Station were select- 
ed for a one year term on the directorate; 
Lynn Adams, of Wortham, and Ed. Brews- 
ter, Jr., of Temple, were chosen for a two 
year term on the board; O. A. Gerloff of 
Moody, and F. A. Leffingwell, of Dallas, 
were selected to serve three year terms on 
the board. 

Merle Saxe reported a total of 253 pure 
bred and commercial Aberdeen-Angus herds 
for the state as of March Ist, representing 
something like 40,0C0 head all told. A com- 
mittee was selected to confer with various 
show managements concerning the creation 
of Aberdeen-Angus classifications for the 
coming year. The matter of next year’s sale 
was discussed and it was decided that all 
sale cattle should be entered in the breed- 
ing classes of the show. Efforts will be 
made to procure the best possible qua'ity 
and breeding for the 1942 show and sale. 


Texas Aberdeen-Angus breeders realize 
fully that they are entering a new era in 
beef production and that the breed is des- 
tined to grow in numbers within the lone 
star state at an unheard of rate in the years 
just ahead. The Bonnie Blacks have made 
their debut in this immense Southwest coun- 
try and they are bound to forge ahead as 
rapidly as the cattle can be found with 
which to establish both pure bred and com- 
mercial herds. Commercial breeders realize 
the advantages offered by the hornless solid 
colored breed, and pure bred breeders rea!- 
ize too that they will never be able to sun- 
ply the demand for better Aberdeen-Angus 
bulls. Hence the Journal looks forward to 
the establishment of many new registered 
herds within the next few months. Aber- 
deen-Angus are “the fastest growing breed 
of beef cattle in America” and there is 
every reason in the world why they should 
continue to hold that record in the future.

Arrived at Columbus, 
three o’clock Tuesday, March 25th, just five 
hours and a very few minutes after leaving 
the airport at Sterling, Illinois. Not a bad 
trip considering the day was overcast and 
visibility at times less than five miles and 
that a stiff northly wind kept me south of 
my course nearly all the way. 

Was lucky in that the Aeronca dealer 
in Columbus drove out to the field to meet 
me, for with his help I got the ship staked 
down, for the airport had been closed a few 
months before with all buildings locked 
tight, and containing other ships, with no 
room available for mine. Mr. 
Harold King, the local dealer, 
helped with the work and then 
took me in to the Hotel where 
I met several of the cattlemen 
already in from the barns and 
gathered in the corner of the 
lobby talking cattle. 

Other breeders and buyers 
came drifting in until we were 
quite a sizeable group, among 
those present were Elmer Bar- 
nes, Cody; Marshall Krotz, 
Odell; Edwin Damkroger, De- 
witt; Max Hoffmeister, Imper- 
ial; Robin Spence, Crab Orch- 
ard; Carl Oldsen, Ames, Iowa 
and others who were in early 
to attend the show of the sale 
cattle on the next day. 

It was but a few minutes 
after setting down to dinner 
that the phone rang for me, 
it was the Secretary of the 
Columbus Chamber of Com- 
merce, Ed Wertz, who was 
bringing Francis  Dischner, 
Farm Editor of the Columbus 
Daily Telegram over for an 
interview. I could not but 
wonder what they could have 
in mind for that interview, but 
on their arrival found they 
wanted to know about the 
spring sales in other selling 
territories, amount of territory 
covered by the breed paper 
fieldmen and among _ other 
things to have me give them an interview 
on airports, as the Columbus citizens had a 
bond issue coming up for a new airport 
and they wanted this interview for the next 
edition of the local paper, among other 
things they wanted me to help judge a 
model airplane contest of sixty model ships 
and to say a few words over the radio the 
next day in regard to the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed, the Nebraska sale and a plug to- 
wards a new airport. I knew I should not 
stick my neck out so far away from home 
but did consent to all their tasks in the 
interest of the breed and aviation. I got 
a big kick out of helping them too. 

The show started on Wednesday, with the 
4-H and F. F. A. boys judging classes of 
catile in the morning and with Judge Jas. 
B. Hollinger of Chapman, Kansas taking 
over about noon to start on the judging of 
the sale cattle. 

There were four classes of bulls shown, 
first class for those calved before April 
30, 1939. This class was wor by the Wm. 
Williams & Son entry Edmere 3d, later 
made Grand Champion of the show and the 
next day to top the sale. This was their 
show bull that had been a consistent win- 
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Nebraska about 


ner over the Western show circuit and first 
in class at the International Exposition last 
winter. 

I wondered several times why this bull 
was offered in this Nebraska sale for he 
was a show bull and should be a sire of 
show cattle, a real thick and very low down 
individual as all will recall who saw him 
at the fairs last season. What he would 
do in this commercial country buying ter- 
ritory I did not know, nor until right up to 
sale day did I have any inkling as to which 
breeders were wanting to buy him. He 
deserved to top the sale and should have

brought much more money, and would have 
sold for more had he been in the Interna- 
tional sale. 

In the second class the bull standing in 
first place was N. U. Luckymere, an Aug- 
ust 1, 1939 son of Epponian of Rosemere 
consigned by Robin Spence of Crab Orchsrd 
and was among the top six or seven bulls 
to sell and sold in fourth place in the sale 
the next day. 

The third class of bulls contained sixteen 
bulls and the top bull in this class was 
Applewood Bandolier 63d one of the good 
Ed Polka bulls by that good sire Bandolier 
of Anoka 3d “as of a McHenry Erica 
dam. The fourth class was the bulls drop- 
ped after March 31, 1940 and was won by 
Bandolier L. 100th a_ son of Applewood 
Bandolier 2d by Bandolier of Anoka 3d. 
This calf was shown by Harold Logan, 
Diller, Nebraska and was made _ Junior 
champion of the show. 

With just two classes of females to be 
judged it was not long until Blackcap 
Blanche D. 2d, another of Wm. Williams 
entries was placed first in class and judged 
the champion female of the show. In the

One amusing incident was that Bj 
ton, on his first visit to the Pilg ba 
and sale helped with the ring work whil 
the cattle were being judged and one of the 
breeders later on that evening 
while in a genial glow kept 
referring to Bill as Judge, for 
he was sure that Bill was the 
judge, or at least that he was 
exerting influence on Hollin- 
ger. Maybe he did try to in- 
fluence Jim on that last class 
of heifers when one _ heifer 
larger than the rest was put in 
about third place.

When I got up to the room there 
were present twenty-one gathered getting 
acquainted and if the sale continues to 
grow those boys will need a bigger room. 
! learned more about Nebraska cattle, 
listening to the boys present than, I could 
have learned any other way. All were ask- 
ing questions about the cattle in the sand- 
hills and on the range country and I was 
glad to hear from these rangemen_ that 
they thought the Aberdeen-Angus bulls the 
best ever for use on the range with the only 
difficulty in getting enough bulls to meet 
their requirements. Most of these men are 
carload buyers and can’t take time to g0 
around picking bulls a few in a place s0 
they go to these sales and buy a truckload 
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: ‘e the bulls suit their demands, 
a Ps a es did for the Nebraska breed- 
ya old nearly eighty bulls the next day. 
errhis story is getting pretty long, but 
st say a few words about the dinner to 
which all the breeders and many of the buy- 
bere ttended. This was for both the men and 
wives and after the meal they were 
tertained by some talks.

? the Chamber of Commerce who talked 
shout the judging contest at the show and 
om it had grown each year; next was Mr. 
Frisby of the extension department who 
also talked about 4-H and F. F. A. work 
telling that twenty-eight county and nine- 
teen schools were represented at the Col- 
umbus judging contest that morning; next 
was Walter Spilker, county agent; Carl 
Oldsen of Ames, Iowa president of the Iowa 
Beef Producers Association; Bill Barton 
was next and then we were treated to an 
exhibition of judging. “Judge” Benton of 
the local school was the judge and selected 
for his “bulls” the following men, James 
Hollinger, Jack Miller, Red Rice, L. E. Laf- 
lin and James C. Foust. The crowd was in 
stitches before the contest was over, for the 
regular lingo was started with each “bull” 
being judged first on individual merit and 
then in class. Mr. L. E. Laflin was judged 
to be the best Aberdeen-Angus type while 
James Foust, who towered head and 
shoulders above the judge was placed at 
the foot of the class as being too upstand- 


The following speakers were Jack Miller, 
who introduced Bryron Demorest the man- 
aging editor of the Omaha Journal Stock- 
man; Dick Hahne of The Aberdeen-Angus 
Journal; Francis Dishner of the Columbus 
Daily Telegram; Jas. B. Hollinger, Chap- 
man, Kansas, and judge of the Columbus 
show; W. W. Derrick of the animal hus- 
bandry department of the Nebraska State 
College followed by motion pictures fur- 
nished through the courtesy of the Union 
Pacific Railroad and dealing with the 
shipping of livestock.
